His influence for good 
abides unto this day, and boys of 
to-day should learn to love and honor 
one of their country's noblemen. 

A boy who at the age of thirteen 
wrote out one hundred and ten max 
tins of civility and good behavior 
for his own use, and who tried to 
" live up to them," was no ordinary 
boy, nor was he likely t< ie an 

ordinary man George Wahiugton 
did this when he was a boy of thir- 
teen and these admirable maxims in- 
fluenced him throughout his entire 
life. 

The ancestors of George Washing- 
ton lived in Snlgrave Manor House 

at Banbury, in England, The 

house is Mill standing, and there 

has been some talk of raising a fund 
with which to purchase it and re- 
move it to America. The estate 
originally belonged to a priory dis- 
solved by Henry VIII, at the 
Reformation and given to Lawn 
Washington. 

This Lawrence Washington had a 
grandson also named Lawrence. 
The second Lawrence Washington 
bad tWO sous who came to Aim 
about the year 1657, and one of 
these sons, John, was the great 
grandfather of our own beloved 
George Washington. Visitors to 
Banbury may see also the quaint and 
very old church wli -tors 

of Washington are buried.

peaceful life of a country gentleman. 
Leaving Mount Vernon meant the 
severing of many of the most- 
cherished and delightful home ties, 
and although Washington'sjourney 
to the capital was a veritable trium- 
phal progress, in heart he would 
have been glad to have all the 
honors of the journey bestowed 
upon some other man, while he re- 
mained in the rural environment 
best suited to one of his quiet tastes. 
Mrs. Washington's heart was also 
in the highlands of the home she 
had left at Mount Vernon, but this 
fact did not keep her from making 
one of the most gracious and ami- 
able mistresses of the Executive 
Mansion. • But the social life of 
those days was far simpler and less 
ostentatious than at the present 
time. Plum cake and tea were 
handed around at Mrs. Washing- 
ton's evening receptions, and neith- 
er the President nor his wife w 
much of their strength in late hours, 
as we may know from the fact that 
Mrs. Washington's guests expected 
tu depart a little before nine o'clock 
and she once said, " The General 
always retires at nine, and I usually 
precede him." 

In our day the most fashionable 
social entertainments are not expect- 
ed to begin until nine o'clock or 
after, and they end at an hour when 
wise people are in bed. The first 
President of the United States estab- 
lished a style of entertaining and 
of living quite in accord with the 
cratic principles on which our 
country is founded, and I suspect 
that one reason why Washington 
WAS ao clearly belo 
of the simplicity of his nature and 
his kindness and courtesy to all men 
without regard to their station in 
life. 

Washington's birthplace WS 
Bridges Creek, Virginia, and he was 
bom in the year 1732, the home of 
trentsbringa little farmhouse 

Of but four reOOmS. It is said that he 
was christened in a red, white and 
blue dress. His patriotism and love 
of country were manifested in his 
early youth, as were also the sterling 
traits of character that made him 
the great man he became in after 
years. — Young Peoples Weekly.

below Mount Vernon up along the 
Potomac River to Hunting ( 
along the south side of Alexandria. 
But the records of Fairfax County 
show that at 27 years of age he was 
the owner of 50,000 acres of land. Of 
course, at that time land was cheap, 
anywhere from 35 cents to a dollar 
an acre, and he may have acquired 
much land as pay for his services 
nrveyor.

first husband. These were brought 
up at Mount Vernon, but death took 
her daughter at the age of 17. Her 
son, John Parke Custis, became a 
member of the Virginia Assembly 
and in the Revolution was Washing 
ton's aid-de-camp. He contracted 
a fever at the siege of York town, 
from which he died. Thereupon 
Washington adopted his two children 
George Washington Parke Custis, 
then three years old, and Klcmoi 
Parke. Custis, who was only six 
months old. She was thereafter 
known under the pet name of 
"Nelly." These two children be 
came the life and joy of the house at 
Mount Vernon and a great comfort 
to their grandmother and foster 
father. 

Nelly grew up as witty as she was 
beautiful. She was quick at re- 
partee, highly accomplished, a fine 
conversationalist and the life of any 
company, young or old, and was 
reatly beloved by Washington, 
he had many admirers, among them 
a son of Charles Carioll, of Carroll- 
ton, who wooed her ardently, but 
she did not fancy him. There are 
two pictures extant of Nelly. One 
a painting by Gilbert Stuart, when 
she was 18 years old. It hung in 
Arlington House nearly 50 J 
when her brother, George, lived 
there, and was one of the most ad 
mired of all the rare paintin. 
the walls. Another picture, at 70 
I old, shows the face of a still 
beautiful, contented and happv old 
lady, whose life had been passed in 
nt places. She died at 71, 
and was buried in the vault at 
Mount Vernon. 

•rge W. 1'arke Custis does 
not appear to have cared for the 
honors of public life, but passed his 
time in gentlemanly leisure on his 
estate at Arlington where he enter- 
tained largely. He and his wife 
in Arlington Cemetery sur- 
rounded by the soldier dead of the 
Civil War. 

The 22d of February, 170 
the occasion of a double event : the 
last birthday Washington was to 
see on earth.

and his slaves. He constantly em- 
ployed 250 hands and kept a score 
of plows going tin and when 

the weather permitted. He is also 
said to have raised much tobacco 
and had large store houses for the 
curing of it. He arose early and be- 
fore breakfast inspected his home 
stable. After breakfast he spent the 
forenoons riding over his farms, in- 
specting and directing work. The 
river front was one great fishery, 
and the woods abounded with game 
and he had fisherman and hunters 
out to supply his immense family 
with fish and game. 

Washington was a regular attend 
ant on divine services, and while 
most closely connected with Christ 
Church, Alexandria, he was also a 
vestryman of Pohick Church some 
miles from Mount Vernon, and 
of Falls Church fourteen miles away. 
In colonial times the Auglican, or 
Church of England, was the one 
dominent church in Virginia. 
Localities were divided into church 
parishes, and each church had its: 
rectory and glebe land. The people 
of a parish were taxed, or tithed for 
the expenses and support of their 
church, the same as is now done for 
town and county expenses. It so 
continued until the dis hment 

of the English Church, after the 
Revolution. Tobacco was then the 
currency of the country, the same 
as the wampum of the Indians.

ll is believed by some scientist* 
that what remains of Hie Ureal Salt 
Lake is steadily drying up, that in 
many years to come (how many, 
I have not learned) it will entirely 
disappear, Others assert thai this is 
not true: that the lake has peiiods 
of increase and decrease. What it 
during one period it regains 
I hrough another. It is certain how- 
ever. Ihat within the pas six or 

II years the waters have lieeu 
receding with an alarming re- 
gularity. The great Salt-Air Pa- 
vilion, which once stood in the 
very midst of ihe Water, with fine 
bathing all around it, now stretches 
out its immense proportions entirely 
over dry land. A part of this 
shrinkage very apparent, is 
due to the number of salt works sur- 
ronnding the lake, and which are 
constantly making a drain upon it. 

The water of Salt Lake contains 
from twenty to twenty. six per cent 
of pure salt, according to season 
of the year. Pour barrels of the 
ne told, will yield one 
barrel of pure salt. For the manu- 
facture of salt the briny water of 
the lake is pumped into elevated 
from which it is eon- 
veyid to large ponds, where eva- 
poration is accomplished without
